WASHINGTON. — James McCord, 
one of the Watergate burglars, for- 
mally requested a federal court on 
Friday to rule that President Ford's 
pardon of former president Nixon 
was illezal and unconstitutional 
The McCord petition will force 
some sort of judicial resolution of 
the questions that have been hotly 
debated since President Ford's action. 
Some legal scholars have contended 
that the pardon waa legally null 
because it excused Mr. Nixon for 
crimes with which he had not been 


er tion of Mr. 
ite the resignation 
Richard M. Nixon,” MecCord’s court 
papers said, “the House is still em- 
powered to impeach him and the 
Senate 18 atill empowered to convict 
him.” 

That being so, he contended, Pre- 
sident Ford could not legally pardon 
his predecessor without violating a 
constitutional prohibition against 
pardons “in cases of {mpeachment.” 

McCord was one of the men cap- 
tured during or immediately after 
the June 17, 1972, burglary of the 
offices of the Democratic National 
Committee in the Watergate Office 
Building. At the time, he was di- 
rector of security for Nixon's 1972 

campaign organization, the Commit- 
tee to Re-elect the President. 

McCord was largely responsible 
for drawing the public's attention 
to possible White House involve- 
ment in the planning of the Wa- 
tergate burglary. He wrote to U.S. 
District Judge John Sirica that the 
investigation had missed all the 
higher-ups and resulted in appre- 
hension only of the smali fry of the 
cage. 

Other Watergate trials are to go 
ahead. Six rulings handed down by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals Friday 
and one by Judge John Sirica re- 
jected attempts by the Watergate 
cover-up defendants to delay their 
October 1 trial. 

The appeals court upheld Sirica’s 
refusal to grant the delays, sought 
on grounds the defendants — for- 


mer Nixon aides — could not get dang 


an impartial jury in Washington. 
Sirica turned down a motion by de- 
fendant John Hhriichman that the 
trial should be postponed because 
Nixon might be too ill to testify. 

‘The former president is to go to 
a [tal tomorrow for treatment 
of his phlebitis, a spokesman for 
the Long Beach ((California) Memo- 
rial Hospital said on Friday. 

Judge Sirica's ruling came after 
special prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
who has subpoenaed Nixon to ap- 
pear as a prosecutor witness, pro- 
posed that™ court-appointed doctors 
examine the former president to 
determine his fitness to testify. 

“The government has just as much 
interest in securing Mr. Nixon's tes- 
timony at trial as does defendant 
Whrlichman,” Jaworski said. He said 
if Nixon {gs too ill to testify, the 
court could get a sworn statement

On trial for conspiracy in the 
Watergate cover-up are Ehriichman, 
former Nixon chief of staff HR. 
Haldeman, former Attorney General 
Jobn Mitchell, former Assistant At- 
torney General Robert Mardian, Hal- 
deman aide Gordon Strachan and re- 
election campaign lawyer Kenneth 
Parkinson.

Martha Mitchell 
says Nixon knew 
from the start 


LONDON (UPI). — Martha Mitchell 
told British television viewers Fri- 
day night former President Richard 
Nixon “knew all along” about the 
Watergate break-in, and so did her 
husband. 

“I bebeve Mr. Nixon knew all 
along,” said the estranged wife of 
the former attorney general on a 
British Broadcasting Corp. Televi- 
sion programme, 

“I would almost be willing to bet 
my life he planned tt. t am afraid 
so,” she sald. She also expressed her 
belief a new cover-up of the re- 
mains of the affair was now taking 
place. Most of Nixon's staff remain- 
ed in the White House, she sald, 
and “his spirit is still there.” 

Mrs. Mitchell, whose outspoken 
Public comments made headlines 
throughout the Watergate affair, 
was interviewed by David Frost 
about the sequence of events she 
compared to a James Bond novel. 
“J can't believe the things have 
happened to me,” she said. 

“Certainly I think there is a 
er of my belng shot," she said. 
“I received threats on my life even 
before my husband left the Justice 
Department.” 

She sald twice top Nixon admin- 
istration officials tried to have her 
committed to mental institutions, 
and she was still followed by in- 
telligence agents wherever she 
went, including to London for her 
TV appearance.
